Negotiations With Italy Are 
Halted to Allow More 
Study of Finances 
[BY CABLE—EXCIABIVE DISPATCH) 


PARIS, June 30.—The French 
Cabinet decided today to fund its 


delay. 

Aristide Briand, weren Minis- 
ter, read the Cabinet a draft of a 
French note to America in which 
the French government officially 
recognizes its debt and states its 
intention to pay in full. In the 
conclusion, the note announces the 
departure of a commission for 
Washington with full power to fund 
the debt. 

This note, which was in reply 
to a recent communication of Sec- 
retary of State Kellogg, was unan- 
imously approved by the Cabinet. 

The note probably will be 
handed to Ambassador Herrick 
this week and the commission will 
be sent in two or three weeks, 
France not wishing to be the last 
dabtor to fund its debt. 

The French undoubtedly will ask 
a moratorium, but they will not 
try to make payment dependent 
on French financial conditions. 

This will be the first time that 
France has formally recognized its 
debt in a formal note to Washing- 
ton.

MEXICO CITY, June 30.—A monthly saving of 800,000 pesos wil! 
be effected by the dropping of 14,000 employees in all departments of 
the National Railways of Mexico tomorrow, it was announced today 
by Director-General] Mariano Cabrera. By the cut, the roster will be 
reduced to the 1912 figure. which was 35,000, from the present 49,000. 


The total monthly operating ex- 
pense will be cut 1,500,000 pesos 
by the reduction, it is expected. As 
soon as the new adjustment is ef- 
‘fected, the management will take 
up with the Tariff Commission a 
reduction of passenger fares and 
freight rates, and endeavor to bring 
them also down to the 1912 level. 
It is expected these rate reductions 
Will result in a general stabilizing 

of the commercial, industrial and 

agricultural life of the republic, 

as there have been continual com- 
plaints at increasing charges ever 
since the railways were taken over 
by the government in 1912. 

So far the railway unions have 
not accepted the government's eco- 
nomy plan and the failure to reach 
an agreement as to the number of 
men to be discharged resulted in a 
statement that the readjustment 
ef personnel will be made without 


participation by the union leaders. 

Orders have been issued by the 
War Ministry to military command- 
ers along the entire rail system, to 
take extraordinary precautions to 
prevent violence should the men 
call a walkout, which the Calles 
government declares it will not 
tolerate under any circumstances.

STRICKEN CITY SPARED FIRE 


Santa Barbara Grateful on Escaping Horrors of F lame 


and Epidemic Aftermath

SANTA BARBARA, June 30.—Terrible as the earthquake was, 
from the point of damage done, Santa Barbara is giving thanks that she 


has been spared the fearful menace of two horsemen of horror that 


usually follow in the wake of an earthquake—fire and epidemic. 


Except for a smal! district, the 
city has running water enough in 
ite mains to. handle a fire and to 
drink. The sewer system is intact, 
removing the danger from typhoid. 

Having recovered from the first 
shock of the great disaster, people 
are now recounting their experi- 
ences. 

All are agreed that it was as if 
a great dog had grabbed the city 
by the nape of the neck and had 
shaken it like a rat. They are all 
agreed that the vibrations were ex- 
tremely violent and rapid, but just 
how the shaking wae done, wheth- 
er up and down or sidewise, ap- 
pears to be a matter of dispute. 
Some say it was one way, some 
say it was another way, and there 
are still plenty who insist that the 
vibrations went up and down, batk 
and forth and all ways at once. 

DOORS JAMMED SHUT 
At the Arlington Hotel where 


two lives were lost when a section 
of the five-story brick and concrete 


building collapsed, inmates who 
leaped from their beds found that 
the doors to their rooms were 
jammed by the tilting of the bulld- 


ing and they couldn't get them 
open. In two instances, at least, 
this saved the lives of two women. 
The one was Miss Pierson, maid to 
Mrs. Perkins. The maid had a 
room adjoining Mrs. Perkins’s. The 
latter had just rung for her maid 
before the tremor started. 

As Miss Pierson started to cross 
her room and open the door to 
Mrs. Perkins's room the shaking of 
the building delayed her, and when 
she tried to open the door it was 
stuck. In another instant the 
flooring to Mra. Perkins’s room 
gave way and she was carried to 
the ground, buried under tons of 
rock and brick. 

Another young woman guest at 
the Arlington said she leaped from 
her bed at the first tremor. The 
entire room was swaying back and 
forth. There was a great rum 
bling noise. Bricks were falling 
past the window outside. There 
were no shrieks or cries. A great 
cloud of dust was rising through- 
out the building. | 

The young woman rushed for the 
door. It was jammed. She rushed 
to the window. A few persons 
were runing madly about on the

Grave concern that eastern peo- ! 
ple might magnify the Santa Bar- 
bara earthquake into a great Pa- 
cifle Coast disaster, was expressed 
yesterday by Murry Hulbert, former 
New York legislator and ex-presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen of 
New York, who spoke at a lunch- 
eon given in his honor by Edgar 
Rice Burroughs, cousin of 
Hulbert. 

“People back ‘East don’t think 
of Santa Barbara or Los Angeles 
or San Francisco; they think of 
California,” he said. Something 
should be said to relieve the alarm 
of those who have relatives of 
friends visiting on the Coast in or- 
der to disillusion their minds with 
respect to the extent of the earth- 
quake, which I am informed by 
persons coming from the actual 
scene, was not felt beyond a ra- 
dius of fifteen to twenty miles. It 
must be remembered that Los An- 
geles ig over 100 miles from Santa 
Barbara and that San Francisco is 
something like 600 miles from Los 
Angeles. 

“The effect of the earthquake 
should occasion no more alarm to 
New Yorkers than did the “Black 
Tom.“ or the Morgan (N. J.) 
powder explosion,” he declared. 
“Both loss of life and property 
damage in the Santa Barbara dis- 
aster have been exaggerated, and 
I hope the reports have not dis- 
concerted the people at home to 
the extent that it will affect the 
plans of those who contemplated 
visiting the Coast, particularly the 
national championships of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union and the Elks’ 
convention.

CHICAGO, June 30. — Chicago 
prefers to remain a part of Illinois 
and have full representation in the 
affairs of State government, but 
rather than wear the shackles of 


oppression any longer it would 
rather secede and assume the re- 
*ponsibilities of Statehood alone. 
That, in effect, was the attitude 
of the City Council today when it 
adopted a resolution calling ‘for a 
two-year campaign for a liegisia- 
tive reapportionment to be followed 
by @ secessionist movement if the 
General Assembly again refuses to 
redistrict the State. 

Meantime Corporation Counsel 
Busch submitte’i to the Councli an 
opinion explaining that Cook coun- 
ty or any section of any State may 
separate from the parent common- 
Wealth with the consent of the 
Legisiature and Congress. This 
opinion was given at the request 
of the Council when it adopted a 
resolution asking how a separa- 
tion could be effected. 

Today's resolution expressed the 
desirability of preserving the State 
unity of Tilinois, but cited the re- 
fuse) of the Legislature since 1901

The resolution called on Mayor 
Dever to name a committee of

reapportionment in 1927. 

“This committee shall be au- 
thorized and empowered to peti- 
tion the Legislature to pass an act 
consenting to the forming of a new 
State defining the boundaries, 
and calling an election to deter- 
mine whether the people of the 
Proposed Stete desire to form a 
separate Nate government,” the 
resolution says.

FLOOD AIDS 
TEMBLOR IN 
RAZING CITY 


Many Small Homes Swept 
Away as Shocks Release 
Reservoir Waters 


(EXCIASIVE DISPATCH] 
SANTA BARBARA, June 30.— 
A number of small houses were de- 
molished while others were torn 


from their foundations by the 
raging flood waters of the Shef- 
field Dam when it was ripped to 
pieces by the earthquake Monday. 

The dam, which is three miles 
east of Santa Barbara. impounds 
50,000,000 gallons of water. The 
earthquake shock tore the front 
wall of the dam into a mass of 
jagged concrete blocks. and a great 
avalanche of water poured down 
through Sycamore Canyon sweeping 
trees and huge boulders before it. 

Houses were torn from their 
foundations and tossed on the flood, 
sidewalks and curbs were ripped 
away by the swift rush of the wa- 
ter and great holes torn in the 
pavement. The section of the city 
affected is populated by men and 
women of only moderate means, 
and many lost everything they 
owned in the flood. 

The Sheffield reservoir is a sec- 
ondary water supply to the Gi- 
braltar reservoir. The latter was 
not damaged by the earthquake, 
and Santa Barbaras water supply is 
sufficient for the city’s immediate 
needs.

COMMISSION URGED 

Ralph Arnole, chairman of the 
Southern California Chapter of the 
Seismological Society of America, 
yesterday suggested that Gov. 
Richardson appoint a commission 
to study the cause and effect of 
the earthquake from a geological, 
architectural, engineering, con- 
struction, planning and insurance 
standpoint. He suggested that the 
commission consist of expert mem- 
bers representing each of the lines 
named. He believes that it would 
be financed by the Carnegie Insti- 
tute. Such a movement, he said, 
would be similar to that which was 
effected. aftr. the San Francisco 
quake and fire and which, he de- 
elared, accomplished incalculable 


Arthur L. Day, head of Carnegie 
Institution Geophysiological Labor- 
tory, Washington, D. C., and 
Harry O. Wood of Pasadena, local 
seismologist for the Carnegie In- 
stitute. Arnold said, left Pasa- 
dena yesterday morning for the 
quake sone. Day chanced to be in 
Pasadena at this time. 

Sumner P. Hunt, local member 
of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects on the commission to study 
for protection against earthquakes, 
said that Bailey Willis, professor 
emeritue of geology of Stanford 
University, organizer of the com- 
mission and president of the Seis- 
mological Society of America,, will 
be in the shock zone shortly to 
study the situation and that the 
commission soon will act. 


LOSS AVOIDABLE 

“From 76 to $0 per cent of the 
losses resulting from an earth- 
quake,” Mr. Hunt said, “is avoid- 
able by the application of known 
good architectural and engineer- 
ing principles and by the use of 
good materials, worked together 
by efficient construction. 


“It seems such a shame that 


more provision is not made againet 
earthquake damage. For instance, 
in Inglewood three or four yeare 
ago, walls fell out that were not 
properly tied together and much 
defective construction showed up, 
the avoidance of which would have 
averted losses.“

Flirtation by Wife Leads to| 


Soviet Agent’ s Arrest 


Documents Prove Him Tool 


of Russian Agitators 


Aid in Task of Causing Strife 
Asked of Communists 


(PY CABLE—EXCLABIVE DISPATCH} 
SHANGHAI, June 30.—Docu- 
ments tending to prove direct soviet 
participation in the Chinese upris- 
ing against foreigners were ob- 


talned with the arrest here yester- 


day of Zinolll Dosser, a soviet 
agent, who had been deported from 
Hongkong. 

His arrest followed information 
given the authorities by an Ameri- 
can salesman. obtained by him 
through a flirtation on a Chinese 
coast boat with Ivgina Dosser, the 
soviet agent’s wife. 

The police tonight completed 
their translation of the document 
found conceale i with fils identifi- 
cation papers and written by type- 
writer on white sllk. 


INDELIBLY SEALED 

The document reads: 
“The bearer, Comrade Dosser of 
the Communist party, ticket num- 
493, has been sent by the agi- 
tator department to the South 
China section and to Hongkong and 
Canton for the organization of 
strike committees. Me.nbers of the 
Russian Communist party are re- 
quested to give him every assist- 
ance in his work. Certified by the 
seal of the agitation department, 

dated June 16, th year.” 

The certificate contained an in- 
delible seal of the agitation de- 
8 of the Russian Commu- 


rty. 

Othe er documents stated that 
Dosser was authorized by the so- 
viet government to proceed to Can- 
ton for the purpose of obtaining a 
monopoly of kerosene and gaso- 
line in Kwantung Province owing 
to the strike against the Standard 
O11 Company of New York and the 
British Oll companies. The docu- 
ments also conteined a history of 
the strike situation through China 
and showed that Dosser and his 
wife traveled in Japan, Manchuria, 
and Central and South China os- 
tensibly en ofl business, taking ad- 
vantage of the situation created by 
the Chinese illegal tax which has 
forced American and British oil 
companies out of the field. 


DOSSER BOUND OVER 

The International Mixed Court 
has refused Dosser's proffered bond 
of $20,000 and has bound him over 
for a further hearing. The Russian 
Consul dropped action and charged 
the whole case was a frame-up. de- 
manding the release of the agent. 
He asserts the documents were 
faked and states his intention of 
demanding indemnification from 
the municipal authorities.

PARIS, June 30.—Russian bonds 
widely held in France constitute an 
“interallied” debt problem kor 
France that is in many. ways quite 
as serious as the money owed by 
them. A joint Franco-soviet com- 
mission of experts has been sitting 
for weeks trying to find some com- 
promise between the French, who 
wish to be paid, and the Russians, 
who would much prefer not to pay 
their predecessors’ obligations. 

These Russian war bonds sold in 
France amount to about 16,000,- 
000,000 gold francs, on which Rus- 
sia paid no interest after the rev- 
olution. The French government, 
however, paid the coupons in Rus- 
sia’s stead during the last year of 
the war. 

The seriousness of the problem 
lies in the fact that there are sev- 
eral million small bondholders in 
France, many of whom look at 
their unpaid coupons and blame 
the French government for ‘not 
collecting for | them.

SYSTEM AT 
RADIO POST 


SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) June 80. 
More than ten miles of copper wire 
are being buried in six miles of 
ditches under the two huge radio- 
transmitting towers at Fort Sam 
Houston, all because chalk is too 
good an insulator. 

Capt. F. E. Stoner, engineer and 
radio expert of the Eighth Corps 
Signal Office, is supervising the 
laying of thousands of feet of the 
wire in a net work of trenches 
radiating from the transmitting 
hut beneath the towers, so that 
military radio stations in Alaska 

may be reached. 

Despite the generation of 30,- 
000 watts of energy for the trans- 
mission of messages from the 
Fort Sam ouston station, the 
“Austin chalk” bed underlying the 
military reservation is such a poor 
ground conductor that a great 
amount of this power is dissipated. 

The new ground system was 
designated by Col. George S. Gibbs, 
Bighth Corps Area signal officer. 
Prior to his

A scrubwoman is 
paid $7.50 to scrub a few minutes be- 


tore the camera. A stunt man is paid 


$1500 to drive a motorcycle smash into 
a racing car at forty-five miles an hour. 


A swimmer is paid $100 to dive 100 


feet into the sea and a rider $400 to 
“fall” a horse over a cliff into ¢ moun- 
tain stream. An ex-prisefighter earns 


from $60 to $100 to give-and-take, bare- 


fisted, in a few minutes’ scrap, and a 
juggler may earn as high as $200 for 
doing his stuff in a sideshow scene. 
But only once in a very great while 
are professional gamblers and prise- 
fighters and jugglers and the like 
wanted. So what they earn before the. 
camera cannot possibly support them. 


Negular Recruiting System 


“We have developed a very thorough 


system for recruiting help,” declared 
the manager of the Service Bureau, one 


of the principal organizations which 


supplies extra talent. “If we need fifty 


people in a scene depicting action 
in the county of Kildare, we telephone 
to Mrs. Patrick Murphy to get them 
and report back. If we want a hundred 
Mexicans we phone to a certain woman 
in the Mexican quarter. If we need a 
couple of hundred negroes we send out 
word to a man or woman on Central 
avenue, and so on. There is hardly 


any nationality in the world not cata- 


logued.

SHANGHAI, Junio 8..— Puede

The ag- 
ricultura] districts of Argentina 
are often overrun by great «warms 
of locusts which devastate the land 
traversed by them unless drastic 
measures are taken for their ex- 
termination. 

The government has conceived 
the scheme of keepin Fn hand 
supplies of galvanized- sheets 
and of issuing them to — in 
the affected territory. Close, tight - 
fitting fences are built of the sheets 
in such a manner that insects can 
not crawl through or around them. 
The ‘barriers are put around the 
areas where the locusts have bred; 
and the young insects, which have 
not developed wings, are thus halt- 
ed in large numbers. They may 
then be destroyed by fre.—-{Com- 
pressed Air Magazine.

AWES STIRS THEM UP 75 

Swinging ‘round the circle in his 
speech-making campaign, Vice-President 
Dawes is reported to be gaining many ad- 
herents for his plan for the revision of the 
Senate rules. Before long he will be cross- 
ing the Rockies. When he reaches Los An- 
geles he will find plenty of people to listen 
to his oratory and doubtless many will ap- 
plaud his sentiments. In every city of the 
Southland he will meet shoals of friends and 
well-wishers, for his home State of Illinois 
is now said to be better represented in this 
neck of the woods than any other outside 
State and a sympathetic friend is easily con- 
vinced. 

Not long ago The Times said that the way 
in which the doughty Dawes was attacking 
this subject of the Senate rules would draw 
fire from the more conservative element, 
and so it has. Senator George H. Moses, 
president pro tempore of the Senate, who 
hails from rock-ribbed New Hampshire, is 
out with a long article in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post purporting to show that Dawes 
is wrong, that the Senate rules already pro- 
vide the means of limiting debate in that 
body and that there is very little filibuster- 
ing, anyhow.

D PRICE OF PROGRESS 

Progress has its price. Unfortunately 
for some, the cost is not evenly distributed. 
The discovery of matches imposed a hard- 
ship upon the makers of flint, steel and tin- 
der fire-making equipment. The invention 
of the automobile worked to the disadvan- 
tage of the builders of buggies and the 
breeders of horses. And now the rapid ex- 
tension of radio is having a similar effect 
upon those engaged in the manufacture and 
sale of player pianos and talking machines.

It is for that season that the 
United States laws prohibit the im- 
portation of any plumes except os- 
trich, the latter being obtained 
without killing the birds.

SQUIRRELS APPETITE 

Tests of the appetite of the av- 
erage Rocky Mountain mantled 
ground quirrel and the San Fran- 
cisco mountain chipmunk are 
being conducted by the Biological 
Survey, United States Department 
of Agriculture, at the southwest- 
ern forest experiment station. 
These little animals show an as- 
tonishing capacity for pine seeds, 
the ground equirre!l eating 340 pine 
seeds in one day and night, while 
the chipmunk can account for 237. 
It is found that a group of four 
seed trees in an acre of cutover 
western yellow pine land will pro- 
duce about $2,000 seeds in a good 
year, which would be just enough 
seed to carry one family of squir- 
rele and three families of chip- 
munks about two weeks. What 
the rodents do for the remaining 
fifty weeks or what they do in a 
poor seed ex does not appear, 
but in a good year, at least, they 
seriously interfere with the natural

HUNT FOR FOSSILS» 
IN SOUTH DAKOTA 


REMAINS OF GIANT HOG AND 
C RHINOCEROS 
FOUND LAST YEAR 


An expedition to be headed by 
Glenn Jepsen, a student of the 
South Dakota School of Mines, will 
spend the greater part of the sum- 
mer in the famous badilands of 


Southwestern South Dakota hunting 


for fossils. At the end of a suc- 
ul season there last 
number of interesting 
were located which could not be 
collected because of the shortage 
of time and the coming of winter. 
This year these will be the firat 
to receive the aftention of mem- 
bers of the exploring party. A giant 
hog, standing perhaps five feet high 
at the shoulders, was found fifteen 
miles from the,town of Scenic. The 
Skull and jaws of a rhinoceros 
much larger than any of the pres- 
ent-day species was discovered near 
the villagé of Weta. Estimates by 
experts at the State School of 
Mines are that these fossils date 
back at least 3,000,000 years. A tiny 
three-toed horse, scarcely larger 
than a jack-rabbit, also was re- 


rted. 

One of the most valuable of the 
specimens: which will be collected 
this summer by members of the 
party will be the skeleton of a gi- 
gantic fish, of a species similar to 
those found in Kansas, but whose 
appearance in the cretaceous for- 
mation of South Dakota, near Hot 
Springs, is new to authorities. A 
study of the icimen has indicated 
that its length will be between fif- 
teen and seventeen feet. 

Part of the skeleton of a Titano- 
therium, the gigantic elephant 
which once lived in semitropical 
South Dakota. will be collected by 
members of the party. It is ex- 
pected the party will again succeed 
in bringing a few of the gaps be- 
tween present-day animal species 
and their remote ancestors. 

Included in the modern camping 
equipment of the party this year 
will be a powerful radio set, so the’ 
members at all times will be in 
touch with world happenings.— 
[Sioux Falls Correspondence, Chris- 
tian Science Monitor.

Crumbling Into River 


(sy A. F. NIGHT WIRE) 
JACKSON (Wyo.) June 30.—The 


north end of Chief Mountain it» 
creeping slowly down upon the 
Gros Ventre Rlver valley and 
crumbling a« it goes. 

Moving down upon the river on 
a front of several miles at a rate 
of speed that is almost perceptible, 
forest rangers and ranchers de- 
clare, it will create a great basin 
if it blocks the canyon, through 
which the river runs. N 

They believe that the section of 
the great mountain was § jarred 
loose by the earthquake shocks 
which were felt here Saturday and 
that the result will be an ava- 
lanche greater than that which oc- 
curred last Tuesday when a sec- 
tion of Sheep Mountain, at a point 
below Chief Mountain, fell into the 
river and caused it to form a 
lake. 

When the expected avalanche oc- 
curs it will dam the river to such 
a height that once the basin is 
filled the stream will find a new 
outlet. 

Below the Sheep Mountain dam 
the river is dry and all irrigation 
operations are at a standstill. 

The lake formed by last weck's 
avalanche already covers 5600 acres 
and the piling up of boulders and 
earth around the sides of this new- 
ly formed basin has created cilff« 
hundreds of feet high. The take 
at that poirt, Which was 120 feet 
deep shortly after the slide, now 
is 500 feet deep, residents say. 


PUBLIC TELEPHONES RARE 
American travelers abroad find 
the scarcity of public telephones, 
especially in the large cities, a 
cause for wonderment, to say noth- 
— of the inconvenience it en- 


Frequently after a vain search 
for a telephone, it is found neces- 
sary to hall a passing taxicab and 
deliver the message in person. Es- 
pecially ts this true in Great Brit- 
ain where, for the most part, the 
public pay stations are installed 
in shops and are, therefore, not 
accessible after ordinary business’ 
hours. 

Ot late, the Fritish postoffice 
has been increasing the number of 
public telephone “kiosks,” but in 
certain cases difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in securing the neces- 
sary permission from the local 
authorities, and the number thus 
far erected seems to be quite inade- 
quate. 

In other European countries, 
public telephones are also decided- 
ly scarce, Within the past year, 
however, France has granted a 
franchise to a private company for 
the éperation of coin-box telephone 
pay statfons throughout France— 
a significant concession to private 
enterprise in a country where the 
telephone service has been a gov- 
ernment: monopoly since 1889.— 
[Telephone Press. 


FACTS ABOUT THE TELEPHONE 
North America has two and a 
half times as many telephones as 
Europe. 
There are more telephones in 
one New York hotel than there 
are in the whole Russian city of 


dessa. 

Seattle has twice as many tele- 
phones as Liverpool, though it 
has less than‘one-third the popu- 
lation of the English city. 

Iowa, with 86 per cent of its 
farms having telephones, leads all 
of the other States in this respect. 

lf all Bell System wire in 
the States of Minnesota, Iowa, 
North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Nebraska was placed end to end it 
would reach around the globe 
sixty-four times at the equator. 

There is more money invested in 
telephone plants in the United 
States than the combined value of 
all the monetary gold in circula- 
tion and in the bank reserves and 
public treasuries of Great Britain, 
Canada, India, France, Germany, 
Italy, The Netherlands, Sweden. 
Russia and Brazil, put together.—

Porter. head of the Porter Mir- 
ror and Glass Company. is suffer- 
ing from a nervous breakdown. 
Fear that he may have ended his 
life grows hourly. 

Porter disappeared from a cot- 
tage at the sanatorium by walk- 
ine from a rear door of the cottage 
while a nurse was in front of the 
building. A search through the 
grounds and. throughout the city 
fatied to find him. far no one 
has been found who saw Porter 
leave the cottage. ;

or his body has been offered by his

FIRST MONUMENT TO 
GEORGE WASHINGTON 


The first monument ever dedi- 
cated to the memory of George 
Washington stands today in a 
bramble patch on South Mountain, 
Maryland, a huge rent in its side 
from an alien enemy's dynamite 
and its upper structure a tumbled 
ruin from storm and lightning. 

No monument was ever erected 
with purer or more reverent pat- 
riotism and none has been more 
shamefully neglected by this coun- 
try. 

The monument, which now re- 
sembles a prehistoric cairn, was 
once a conical tower of native 
granite, fifty-four feet around the 
base and thirty feet high. A wind- 
ing stairway led to a lookout plat- 
form on top. 

It rises above Blue Rock tract 
overlooking the old national high- 
way which Braddock took on his 
ill-fated expedition and the scene 
of those early adventures which at- 
tracted attention to Washington as 
the future leader of this country. 

Midway between Hagerstown 
and Frederick, it is about sixty- 
five miles from Washington. A 
county road cutting to the right 
from the highway to Zittlestown, 
a hamlet just this side of Boons- 
boro, leads to it. Boonsboro cit- 
izens, many of whom fought in the 
revolution, turned out en masse 
1827 to erect the structure, com- 
pleting and dedicating it, July 4, 
of that year, twenty-five years after 
the great general's death. 

They could have chosen no better 
site for their project. It is on the 


summit ridge of the mountain, the 


highest nob, 1290 feet above the 
town. 
highway below, which itself was 
fathered by Washington and was 
the only road west and north 
through the mountains. ; 

The cost of rebuilding the mon- 
ument has been estimated at less 
than $2600, because all materials. 
except cement, are at hand. An 
additional sum would be required 
to repair the road and clear away 
the briars. Maintenance would 
cost little because it could be Aat- 
tended by the same force which 
cares for Antietam and other gov- 
ernment reservations in the neigh- 
borhood. 

The plan calls for restoration to 
the origina] height, thirty feet, with 
a platform on top, a winding stair- 
way within, and a beacon light 
burning nightly that all who pass 
by motor from north to south, or 
along the great artery fron. east 
to West may be reminded of the 
man for whom it stands.——[Wash- 
ington Post.
